Test on an inconspicuous corner first to see if there 
is any adverse color reaction, etc. Try sponging with 
alcohol or put one teaspoon white vinegar in a quart OI 
warm water or use a nonflammable dry cleaning fluid 
Since you have the color down to a pale shade a detergent 
solution might even remove that last color. Rinse any solu­ 
tion off well and dry carpet thoroughly.

No one wanted to acknowl­ 
edge the fact, of course, but 
the famous jazz and blues 
guitar player and singer was 
having trouble moving his 
once facile fingers from fret 
to fret on his instrument. 
During his stay, he sat in 
with the house band at a 
black nightclub, reliving 
some of the old glory from 
the mid-1930s when he was 
house 
guitarist 
at 
the 
segregated black New Jim 
Hotel in downtown Fort 
Worth. 


Hie crowd loved him but 
one had to suspect the ex 
perience was a bit trying for 
the man who could no longer 
perform as he once had. 
During his stay, someone 
gave him a red rubber ball to 
squeeze, hoping that might 
help him 
get 
his 
hand 
strength up 
If it did, it didn’t matter. 
W alker 
entered 
a 
Los 
Angeles rest home around 
Christmas, where he died of, 
for lack of a better term, old 
age. He was about 65. 
W alker, 
born 
Aaron 
Walker in the East Texas 
hamlet of Linden about 1910, 
began 
his 
professional 
career 
by 
recording 
two 
sides for the Columbia label 
in 
1929. 
Of

nature, they were titled “ W i­ 
chita

Blu es’’ 
and 
“ Trinity River Blues." He 
worked out of Dallas then.

When Walker moved to 
Fort Worth a little later and 
set up shop at the New Jim . 
he started something new.

Bone was joined in the ‘30s 
on 
electric 
guitar 
by 
legendary guitar players 
Charlie Christian and Floyd

After his stay at the Jim , 
W alker became featured 
guitar player with Freddie 
Slack and Les Hite, then 
formed his own groups in the 
‘40s. His two most famous

Walker was still touring up 
to last year.

last Sunday. Jack Whittaker 
of CBS Sports was closing 
the “ Florida Citrus Open," 
by telling viewers about the 
magnificent Florida sun and 
Anita Bryant country.

“ Disney World is just down 
the road.” 
Ilobert Wussler, the head 
of CBS Sports denied that his 
sportscaster was doing a

I was there and it 
was a beautiful, gorgeous 
weekend. I don’t think he 
was guilty of 
plugola.” 
C’mon Bob. 
And at NBC, last year s 
“ The G odfather” looked 
very much like a giant ad­ 
vertisement for this year’s

spokesman for NBC said

N B C ’s 
agreement with Paramount 
Pictures, the producer of 
both films, was that “ The 
Godfather” to be aired prior 
to the opening of the sequel 
Perhaps, NBG was to quick 
to grab “ The Godfather’’ for 
a cleanup in the ratings.
